unfair ratio of representation in the 
senate for tho rural areas. 


It is a wholly undemocratic and 


un-American proposal, of course.

Seventh Senatorial 


District representation 
and cut 


down proportionately on the repre- 
sentation of

unfair ratio of representation in the 
senate for tho rural areas.

un-American proposal, of course.

Believe Russia 
Will Ask Meet 
on Germany 


LONDON (UP) — Western ob- 


servers speculated today the Rus- 
sians will demand another Big Four 
conference on Germany as a re- 
sult of their calling an end to the 
state of war that has existed be- 
tween the Soviet Union and Ger- 
mpny since 1941, 


These officials regarded the So- 


viet Union's official declaration on 
Germany as just another 
propa- 


ganda maneuver in the Communist 
drive against rearmament of the 
Bcnn .Republic. 


The British foreign office's only 


reaction to the Russia move ws a 
reminder that Britain, France and 
the 
United States had made 
a 


simll&r declaration almost 
four 


years ago. 


But the French newspaper L'Au- 


ipre said in an editorial Ihe Rus- 
sian act was the most effective 
maneuver in the Soviet 
campaign 


against German rearmament. 


This morning's edition of Pravda 


hinted the Soviet Union probably 
will soon sign a peace treaty with 
the Communist East German re- 
public. 


Pravda said the fact 
that 
a 


peace treaty has not been signed 
wss "unprecedented in the history 
of contemporary international re- 
lations," according to a radio Mos- 
cow broadcast. 


The Communist Party 
organ 


added that "the Soviet state made 
Us 
new peace state aiming 
at 


strengthening and developing friend- 
ly mutual relations between the 
Scviet Union and the German Dem- 
ocratic (Communist) Republic." 


Moscow radio, quoting from, the 


Pravda editorial, said the end of 
the 
state of w&r was "founded 


upcn acknowledgment of the prin- 
ciples of sovereignty and equality 
of rights, taking into account the 
opinion of the gcvernmont of the 
German Democratic republic and 
bearing in mind the interests of 
Eastern Germany as well as West- 
ern Germany." 


This was the only mentioning <^f 


West Germany in the Pravda edi- 
torial, although it commented re- 
peatedly on "the 
whole -German 


people." 


Since the end-of-the-war declara- 


tion was made only nine days be- 
fore the convening of the Supreme 
soviet in Moscow, it was felt that 
a separate peace treaty with East 
Germany 
will be put before Rus- 


iia's rubber-sUmp parliament.

Believe Russia 
Will Ask Meet 
on Germany 


LONDON (UP) — Western ob- 


servers speculated today the Rus- 
sians will demand another Big Four 
conference on Germany as a re- 
sult of their calling an end to the 
state of war that has existed be- 
tween the Soviet Union and Ger- 
mpny since 1941, 


These officials regarded the So- 


viet Union's official declaration on 
Germany as just another 
propa- 


ganda maneuver in the Communist 
drive against rearmament of the 
Bcnn .Republic. 


The British foreign office's only 


reaction to the Russia move ws a 
reminder that Britain, France and 
the 
United States had made 
a 


simll&r declaration almost 
four 


years ago. 


But the French newspaper L'Au- 


ipre said in an editorial (he Rus- 
sian act was the most effective 
maneuver in the Soviet 
campaign 


against German rearmament. 


This morning's edition of Pravda 


hinted the Soviet Union probably 
will soon sign a peace treaty with 
the Communist East German re- 
public. 


Pravda said the fact 
that 
a 


peace treaty has not been signed 
wss "unprecedented in the history 
of contemporary international re- 
lations," according to a radio Mos- 
cow broadcast. 


The Communist Party 
organ 


added that "the Soviet state made 
Us 
new peace state aiming 
at 


strengthening and developing friend- 
ly mutual relations between the 
Scviet Union and the German Dem- 
ocratic (Communist) Republic." 


Moscow radio, quoting from the 


Pravda editorial, said the end of 
the 
state of w&r 
was "founded 


upcn acknowledgment of the prin- 
ciples of sovereignty and equality 
of rights, taking into account the 
opinion of the gcvernmont of the 
German Democratic republic 
and 


bearing in mind the interests of 
Eastern Germany as well as West- 
ern Germany." 


This was the only mentioning <^f 


West Germany in the Pravda edi- 
torial, although it commented re- 
peatedly on "the 
whole -German 


people." 


Since the end-of-the-war declara- 


tion was made only nine days be- 
fore the convening of the Supreme 
soviet in Moscow, it was felt that 
a separate peace treaty with East 
Germany 
will be put before Rus- 


iia's rubber-sUmp parliament.

Believe Russia 
Will Ask Meet 
on Germany 


LONDON (UP) — Western ob- 


servers speculated today the Rus- 
sians will demand another Big Four 
conference on Germany as a re- 
sult of their calling an end to the 
state of war that has existed be- 
tween the Soviet Union and Ger- 
mpny since 1941, 


These officials regarded the So- 


viet Union's official declaration on 
Germany as just another 
propa- 


ganda maneuver in the Communist 
drive against rearmament of the 
Bcnn .Republic. 


The British foreign office's only 


reaction to the Russia move ws a 
reminder that Britain, France and 
the 
United States had made 
a 


simll&r declaration almost 
four 


years ago. 


But the French newspaper L'Au- 


ipre said in an editorial Ihe Rus- 
sian act was the most effective 
maneuver in the Soviet 
campaign 


against German rearmament. 


This morning's edition of Pravda 


hinted the Soviet Union probably 
will soon sign a peace treaty with 
the Communist East German re- 
public. 


Pravda said the fact 
that 
a 


peace treaty has not been signed 
wss "unprecedented in the history 
of contemporary international re- 
lations," according to a radio Mos- 
cow broadcast. 


The Communist Party 
organ 


added that "the Soviet state made 
Us 
new peace state aiming 
at 


strengthening and developing friend- 
ly mutual relations between the 
Scviet Union and the German Dem- 
ocratic (Communist) Republic." 


Moscow radio, quoting from, the 


Pravda editorial, said the end of 
the 
state of w&r was "founded 


upcn acknowledgment of the prin- 
ciples of sovereignty and equality 
of rights, taking into account the 
opinion of the gcvernmont of the 
German Democratic republic and 
bearing in mind the interests of 
Eastern Germany as well as West- 
ern Germany." 


This was the only mentioning <^f 


West Germany in the Pravda edi- 
torial, although it commented re- 
peatedly on "the 
whole -German 


people." 


Since the end-of-the-war declara- 


tion was made only nine days be- 
fore the convening of the Supreme 
soviet in Moscow, it was felt that 
a separate peace treaty with East 
Germany 
will be put before Rus- 


iia's rubber-sUmp parliament.

Believe Russia 
Will Ask Meet 
on Germany 


LONDON (UP) — Western ob- 


servers speculated today the Rus- 
sians will demand another Big Four 
conference on Germany as a re- 
sult of their calling an end to the 
state of war that has existed be- 
tween the Soviet Union and Ger- 
mpny since 1941, 


These officials regarded the So- 


viet Union's official declaration on 
Germany as just another 
propa- 


ganda maneuver in the Communist 
drive against rearmament of the 
Bcnn .Republic. 


The British foreign office's only 


reaction to the Russia move ws a 
reminder that Britain, France and 
the 
United States had made 
a 


simll&r declaration almost 
four 


years ago. 


But the French newspaper L'Au- 


ipre said in an editorial (he Rus- 
sian act was the most effective 
maneuver in the Soviet 
campaign 


against German rearmament. 


This morning's edition of Pravda 


hinted the Soviet Union probably 
will soon sign a peace treaty with 
the Communist East German re- 
public. 


Pravda said the fact 
that 
a 


peace treaty has not been signed 
wss "unprecedented in the history 
of contemporary international re- 
lations," according to a radio Mos- 
cow broadcast.

Believe Russia 
Will Ask Meet 
on Germany 


LONDON (UP) — Western ob- 


servers speculated today the Rus- 
sians will demand another Big Four 
conference on Germany as a re- 
sult of their calling an end to the 
state of war that has existed be- 
tween the Soviet Union and Ger- 
mpny since 1941, 


These officials regarded the So- 


viet Union's official declaration on 
Germany as just another 
propa- 


ganda maneuver in the Communist 
drive against rearmament of the 
Bcnn .Republic. 


The British foreign office's only 


reaction to the Russia move ws a 
reminder that Britain, France and 
the 
United States had made 
a 


simll&r declaration almost 
four 


years ago. 


But the French newspaper L'Au- 


ipre said in an editorial (he Rus- 
sian act was the most effective 
maneuver in the Soviet 
campaign 


against German rearmament. 


This morning's edition of Pravda 


hinted the Soviet Union probably 
will soon sign a peace treaty with 
the Communist East German re- 
public. 


Pravda said the fact 
that 
a 


peace treaty has not been signed 
wss "unprecedented in the history 
of contemporary international re- 
lations," according to a radio Mos- 
cow broadcast. 


The Communist Party 
organ 


added that "the Soviet state made 
Us 
new peace state aiming 
at 


strengthening and developing friend- 
ly mutual relations between the 
Scviet Union and the German Dem- 
ocratic (Communist) Republic." 


Moscow radio, quoting from the 


Pravda editorial, said the end of 
the 
state of w&r 
was "founded 


upcn acknowledgment of the prin- 
ciples of sovereignty and equality 
of rights, taking into account the 
opinion of the gcvernmont of the 
German Democratic republic 
and 


bearing in mind the interests of 
Eastern Germany as well as West- 
ern Germany." 


This was the only mentioning <^f 


West Germany in the Pravda edi- 
torial, although it commented re- 
peatedly on "the 
whole -German 


people." 


Since the end-of-the-war declara- 


tion was made only nine days be- 
fore the convening of the Supreme 
soviet in Moscow, it was felt that 
a separate peace treaty with East 
Germany 
will be put before Rus- 


iia's rubber-sUmp parliament.

Believe Russia 
Will Ask Meet 
on Germany 


LONDON (UP) — Western ob- 


servers speculated today the Rus- 
sians will demand another Big Four 
conference on Germany as a re- 
sult of their calling an end to the 
state of war that has existed be- 
tween the Soviet Union and Ger- 
mpny since 1941, 


These officials regarded the So- 


viet Union's official declaration on 
Germany as just another 
propa- 


ganda maneuver in the Communist 
drive against rearmament of the 
Bcnn .Republic. 


The British foreign office's only 


reaction to the Russia move ws a 
reminder that Britain, France and 
the 
United States had made 
a 


simll&r declaration almost 
four 


years ago. 


But the French newspaper L'Au- 


ipre said in an editorial (he Rus- 
sian act was the most effective 
maneuver in the Soviet 
campaign 


against German rearmament. 


This morning's edition of Pravda 


hinted the Soviet Union probably 
will soon sign a peace treaty with 
the Communist East German re- 
public. 


Pravda said the fact 
that 
a 


peace treaty has not been signed 
wss "unprecedented in the history 
of contemporary international re- 
lations," according to a radio Mos- 
cow broadcast. 


The Communist Party 
organ 


added that "the Soviet state made 
Us 
new peace state aiming 
at 


strengthening and developing friend- 
ly mutual relations between the 
Scviet Union and the German Dem- 
ocratic (Communist) Republic." 


Moscow radio, quoting from the 


Pravda editorial, said the end of 
the 
state of w&r 
was "founded 


upcn acknowledgment of the prin- 
ciples of sovereignty and equality 
of rights, taking into account the 
opinion of the gcvernmont of the 
German Democratic republic 
and 


bearing in mind the interests of 
Eastern Germany as well as West- 
ern Germany." 


This was the only mentioning <^f 


West Germany in the Pravda edi- 
torial, although it commented re- 
peatedly on "the 
whole -German 


people." 


Since the end-of-the-war declara- 


tion was made only nine days be- 
fore the convening of the Supreme 
soviet in Moscow, it was felt that 
a separate peace treaty with East 
Germany 
will be put before Rus- 


iia's rubber-sUmp parliament.
